The Act renders the presence of both the parties, or 
their attorneys. necessary. If they refyse, neglect to 
attend, of course, the Master is authorized to proceed with- 
rout them. But they have a right to attend; and the 
Master is directed to nominale forty-cight free and lazful 
men, ‘Vhis is the language of the rule of Court, Dillerent 
clauses of the Act say that such names are to be nominated 
BEFORE, and BY the Master of the Crown-office.

Their ex-Lkmperor 
Jasily rétaliated onAvusiria and Prussiaswho excited by Uritish sonsipies, 
coalesced against the liberties of Peauce, and added to the anarciy of 
her civil dissentions, TVhatextrav:dinary conqucror bimself was hurled 
from the apparently inaccessible pinnacle of his power, and paid the 
debt of inosdinate ambition —but let it ever be remembered that bis am- 
bition wasexcited by the eects of Britis goid. And are we who have 
doubly sinned—who have reinstated every thing that God bad willed 
should fall, are we, Sir, to plume curselves in impregnable security to 
glory in our, ** vast and imperishable wealth.’ We who have seen the 
instantaneous fall of the ** Pillars of the City ;°’* are we to calcula‘e on 
the immortality of omnium? Shall we escape these sigaal manifestaiions 
of divine justice ard government ere We to boast of our evil deeds, to 
mock the tials of adversity, and the visitation of sorrow 2?) Sir, We have 
w florid countenance, but we are sick at heart. Weare like the falinan, 
over whose stability and existence bover apeplexy and gout. Weare 
swollea ourcdil we are ready to burst. Lvery miller knows there are 
two species of sacks that will not stand vpright,—sbat which is empty, 
aod that whieh is too full, The * mifstune round our necks,’ will sink 
us in the sea that very erection on which we pride ourselves, the ladder 
of our ascent, will be the instrument of oyr fall. The tower of Babe) will 
be shattered over ouf asiounded licads, * lasting. sign of the impotence 
of the thing, the wickedness of its design, and the presumption of 
man! Like Babylon of old, we shall be swept with the beesom of des- 
traction, * you will be a provesbandga bye word among the nations— 
how hath the eppressor ceased! .the paper city ceased! that made the 
world a.wilderness aud destroyed the cities thereof!” 

That a country like our own- possessing such a climate, su h adyan- 
tages of situation, inhabited by people of such a reflective and industrious 
character that such a country should long be the head quarters of pau- 
perism, the nest of corruption—a plague to itself and a scourge on its 
neighbours, is not to. be believed, and cannot long be endured... The 
babbling echees of corruption may reverberate their calumny and 
thanksgivings, but they will not succeed in drowning the cries of its 
sufferers. 1 wost now recal to the remembrance of the BULLS and BEARS 
of-the Stock Exchange—(** the Cannibals of Change-alley,’”? as the 
Vcicester petition against the iniquitous South Sea bubble, justly de- 
signated them,)—n few past evenis. LT inust shew them the necessity of 
recurring to first principles,
